The 
only danger would be contact with the 
solid substances following a comet in 
its orbit, and as these always have been 
minute in size, they are, except in rare 
‘ases, dissipated with gas by the friction

Mr. Naulty has not the data yet upon | 
which to base a statement of the speed | 
of the Brooks comet, but an idea may | 
be obtained from his statement concern- | 


ing the comet of 1843, based on his dis- 
coveries of the effect of light. 

“The head of the comet of 1843 swept 
around the sun in two hours,” he said. 
“To do this it traveled 126,000,000 miles 
in 120 minutes. Its ‘tail’ was estimated | 
at 200,000,000 of miles. The outer end 
of this ‘tail,’ which was swept around 
from right angle to right angle of peri- 
helion, with the comet, 
travel over six times the radius of the. 
arc; therefore, in two hours it would 
travel six times 200,000,000, or 1,200,000,- 
000 miles; 600,000,000 miles in an hour! 
10,000,000 miles a minute!”

Sir William Wilcox, to 
whom the ex-Sultan had appealed for 
information, traveled over the territory 
and reported that for an expenditure of 
less than £7,500,000 more than 3,000,000 
acres of Jand in ancient Chaldaea would 
be capable of producing a revenue of 
nearly £1,000,000 a year. 

The work now has already begun and 
under the ‘Turkish constitution the 
scheme is now in the hands of the min- 
ister of public works in Constantinople, 
who presented Sir William's report to 
the grand .vizier. The official report 
stated: ‘Nothing would be simpler than 
to restore to this region at least partially 
its ancient splendor and to make of it 
one of the granaries of the world. To 
build a few dvkes and barrages, to dig 
a few canals, to bring the water, is all 
that is necessary to givet value to thou- 
sands of domains of a legendary fertil- 
ity.” 

Mr. Zangwill maintained this might he 
the work of the Jewish people, but that 
he would not be satistied unless the 
Turkish government would allow them 
to establish there a great selt-protecting 
colony.

RUMOR BERESFORD 
WILL BE SUCCESSOR

OF SEALORD FISHER 


LONDON—The rumored retirement of 
Admiral Sir John Fisher, Emgland’s first 
sea lord, has given rise to the report 
current today that Admiral Lord Charles 
Beresford, who in March was relieved of 
his command of the Channel fleet, will 
succeed Fisher. Such a move would 
mean a spectacular triumph for Bnitaih’s 
most loved sea fighter in the naval squal- 
ble that for four years has divided the 
admiralty into hostile groups. 

Fisher’s term of office expires in Oc- 
tober and his reported retirement is 
said to be due to bitter disappointment 
at the government’s failure to support 
his naval policy. He had hoped for a 
complete vindication and the offer of his 
present post for another term. 

In the last few months Beresford has 
led an active fight against Fisher. He 
wrote a communication to Premier As- 
quith setting forth grave charges against 
He asserted that the 
nucleus” crew system had rendered the 
various units of the fleet unfit for war, 
that the actual numerical weakening of 
the fleet had reduced it to a state of 
impotency, that there were inadequate 
facilities for repairs and that Fisher had 
inaugurated a system of espionage in 
the navy that had subverted all disci- 
pline. 

A secret Commission was named to 
investigate the situation and as _ indl- 
cated in despatches several weeks ago 
its findings are believed to have been 
against Fisher on every charge except 
the actual incompetency of the navy. 

The conflicting statements of the 
ministers in reference to the mainte- 
nance of Great Britain’s traditional 
naval two-power standard was the sub- 
ject of a debate which. drew a large 
attendance in the House of Commons on 
Wednesday night. The Unionists moved 
a resolution seeking to commit the 
House to an expression of alarm at any 
modification of the premier’s definition. 

Mr. Asquith declined to commit him- 
self beyond saving that everything would 
dlepend upon geographical conditions. The 
premier said the United States had more 
battleships now than Germany, but it 
was impossible to regard them for ag- 
gressive purposes in the same category 
as those of France, Germany or Austria. 

The House rejected the motion by a 
vote of 270 to 114, and carried an amend- 
ment, 272 to 106, declaring confidence in 
Mr. Asquith’s statement.

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STATE INVENTORIES 
OF EVERY NATURAL 


RESOURGE PLANNED 


Joint Committee on Conserva- 
tion Will Send Out Letters 
to Commissions Appointed 
by the Governors. 


LIST WHAT WE HAVE 


WASHINGTON—Inventories of the 
natural resources of every state and 
territory are proposed through a_ plan 
just announced by the joint committee 
on conservation in this city. The joint 
committee is national headquarters for 
the conversation movement and_ has 
oflices in the Wyatt building. 

All of the 48 big national organiza- 
tions now working with the joint com- 
mittee through their conservation com- 
mittees are to be asked to help, each 
in its own special: field. Letters ex- 
plaining the plan have been sent out 
to the chairmen of the official conserva- 
tion commissions which the governors 
of 38 states have appointed. The list 
of conservation commisisons is constant- 
ly growing and.the plan is expected soon 
to be in gperation in practically every 
state. 

The joint committee recommends early 
‘meetings of the state conservation com- 
missions to take up the most pressing 
conservation problems in the respective 
states. For instance, in Louisiana it is 
the waste of natural gas which the 
state conservation commission is trying 
to stop. In Oregon a pressing question 
has been water power, which is also a 
leading issue just now in Michigan and 
Wisconsin. In many states it is the 
forest question. The question of the 
conservation of water power takes a 
front rank in a great many states, and 
it is becoming more and more of a gen- 
eral issue. 

In requesting inventories of state re- 
sources, the plan calls for definite state- 
ments as to “what we have, where it 
ls, what we use and waste, and what we 
need to do.” 

The state commissions are called upon 
not only for a statement of local needs 
to cover current industrial and economic 
relations, but also for specific informa- 
tion as to legislative or administrative 
action required. This latter plan is re- 
garded by the joint committee .as of 
great importance in opening a way for 
action by each state commission. 

The joint committee suggests that the 
states begin with inquiries as to the 
natural resources generally recognized, 
such as forests, coal, iron, and to pass 
progressively to those which have hither- 
to received less attention. The state 
geological surveys, forest commissions, 
agricultural experiment’ stations and 
other existing state instrumentalities 
are expected to render valuable aid in 
the work.
